We pext drive to the Italian colony in the
Rus da St. Vietor, making first for the honza
inimediately opposite the back of ths Halles
aux Vins. The eutravca to this placa is
throngh a most respectalle-looking porte-
cochere leading to a large conrt-yard, in which

no fewer than seventy chambers are let out |

almost exclusively to Italians, as wmauy as
from gix to eight of whom ocoupy a single
gmall room, and pay in advance five francs par
Lead per mouth for this miserable accommo-
dation, If the room is furnished with straw
matiresses, placed on the floor, the charga s
#ix sous a night, payable bLefore yon are per-
mitted to enter your room. The rate iz tha
game for the youngest children as for grown-
up people. The proprietor of this establish-
ment has accnmulated, we were informead, a
large fortune, by letting lodgings at this rate.
The herd of people from all parts of Italy
congregated in this and two neighiboring esta-
blishwents is fully &lx hoodred in namber;
aud how does the resder suppose they get
their living? Not by work in the ordinary

acceptation of the term; not by stroll-
ing about the streets, playing uwpon
musical instruments, and begging sous
of the passers-by; only a few of them

live by these means, The large majority make
their living by *“‘posing'’ as models to artists,
Painters of all nations have their studios in
the Fremch capital; hence the great dsmand
for living models, which these wandering
Italian peasants mainly supply.

Just as the cab drives up, one weary party
of musicians after another, tired with reaming
over Paris doring the day, arrives in rapid
succession. They are all in the costumes
of their country, and  have either
large harps swung at their backs, or bagpipes
gluug over their shsulders, or tambourines in
their hands. Organ-griuders are extrsmely
rare in Paris. Most of these musiclans are
mere youths—many of them are little child-
ren, not more than four or five years old. The
same system prevails in France as is prac-
tiged in Evpgland with reference to the hiring
of Italian children from their parents, buat
uot te aoylthing like the sawme extent,
The sum paid by thess “‘patrouns,’’ as they
are styled, rapges from fifty to a hundred
francs a year for each ohild according toits age.
On making inquiries of several children as
to the amount of their earnings, we fonod
that about a couple of francs a day was the
vtmost limit of them. Praotised lads, trading
on their own account, considered they had
had & good day when they earned as much by
11 o’clock at night. They one and all said
that they preferred ‘‘posing'’ to artists, as
the pay for this was at thie rate of a franc an
hour, and the sittivg usually lasted for three
Lours, after which they had the rest of the
day to themselves.

Permission to inspect the largest establish-
ment belog reéfused us, as we lad not come
prepared with a special order from the prefec-
ture of police, we deeided to visit the lodging-
houge in the rear, situated in the Rae de Bon-
langers, & steep, narrow, winding, villanous-
looking turniog a few doors off; slowly tramp-
ing vp which atley we eocountered one or two
other partieg of tired Itinerant masicians, avi-
dently only too glad that the weary day had
come to & close.

_ The propristor of the *hotel garni’' we were
m guest of keeps a wineshop, and all ‘‘mar-
chands de vin” like to be on good terms with
the polloe; so after a few words Lad been ex-
chavged betwseen Lim and one of the agenta
who accompanied us, he consented to show us

When yon see him kossliog
down with a great cross upon his shenlder, he
is the very image of our Savioar, [ sssare
you." The landlord also told me that naarly
all the able-bodied men that coms to Franoce
run away from their own country to escips
being shot or hung as brigands, or to evads
serving in the army afier haviog
drawn an unlnoky  number, Thay
usnally come by a sailing wvedsel from
gome Italian port to Marseilless, and many
of them tramp it up to Paria. Very few, if
any, of them go back to their own conntry,
uu;iesa they are sent there as vagrauts by the
police.

In the apartment we ara in there are two
mattresses spread on the Hoor at opposits cor-
ners, on one of which liea a little baby, par-
fectly naked, gave a glight covering thrown
over it, with a gold chain, w0 which & gold
crogs and heart-shaped locket are attached,

suepended round iws wpeck. All the chil-
dren have necklaces aud long ear-rings,
and the mother abounds with jewelry.
The room containg a conple of chairs,
but mneither table, wash-stand, cheat of
drawers, mor cupboard. It is, moreover,

lighted and ventilated by merely a single wia-
dow, whioch Is closely fastened and curtained
over, rendering the air of the apartment,
which is only some twelve fust by eight, poai-
tively stilling, and yet the children have all
the look of perfect health, Over the mantsl-
piroe hangs a gold watoh, in all likelikood
another souvenir of happy brigand days, with
numearous little pictures and images of saints,
a orucifix, and a few simple cooking utensils,
Around the room all kinds of rude musical
instruments, high-crowned hats, sheep-skin
jackets, and other garments, are hanging.

In avother chamber we find a couple of
families living; two warried sisters, both young
and rather pretty, with their husbands—big
black-bearded, ruffianly-looking sort of fellows,
whom at a glance you would set down as bri-
gands—and be mistaken; for naither had fol-
lowed thia amiable pro‘ession. They have four
little children. They were better off than
their neighbors as regarded furniture, bat
vastly behind them fo the matter of jawelry;
prooably lecanse the husbands had not the
same opportunities of overhaunling other
people's jewel-cazes. Other rooms we visited
were simply repetitions of the preceding, with
some nnimportant varistions, In one particu.
lar chamber, stretched out on a mattress lyiog
in the middle of the room, were & conpla of
footeore, weary travellers, young lads arrived
that day on foot frou: ltaly, after haviog been
six weeks on the road, and who bad flang
themselves on this to them welcowms counch
in their soiled and dusty garments, and wers
soundly sleeping with tlieir bagpipes beside
them,

On retarning to the wine-shop, wa noticad

that not a single Italian was prinking thers;
the company was for the most part composzed
of French workmen, with a sprinklivg of
worse chiaracters. Novertheless, one middla-
aged, ragged-looking [talinn, who was smok-
ing Lig pipe on the doorstsp, on being appealed
to by the landlord to give chauge for a fifty-
frauo note, produced from his belt & lsathern
bag, in which emaller bags were packed, con-
taining varions coins wrapped up in pieces ef
rag or paper. Beveral of these he deliberately
unfolded, and taking a couple of napoleons
from one, a gold five-franc piece from another,
and some silver from a third, carefully connted
ont the requisite change, and then, folding ap
the note, stowed it awsy in the particnlar re-
ceptacle which he devoted to his paper-money,
as though not in the least afraid of exhibiting
his wealth Lefore suck doabtful company,

A drive of a few minutes now conduots us
to the Bal du Vieux Chene in the narrowest
part of the Roe de Moufletard, possibly the
most potorions among enterlaioments of ill-
repule iu all Paris. It is one of the first places
a police agent visits to endeavor to pidk ap
information reapscting aoy great robbery, or
to ascertain the whereabouts of any well-
known criminal, Every night thers ara one
or more police sgents here in disgnise. The
entertainment here Las gone on for two hun-
dred years—as long, in fact, as the street in
which it is held has existed, to share its owun
indiflerent reputation. In front of the en-
travce, which is brilliantly lighted up, and
decorated with tricolored flags, we flod 8 cou-

Uue among a party of Tar-
cos in undrest uniform daneed the ‘‘cancan’’
in all it wore valgar details, whila his part-
ner, & girl with & vicions lorhidd!ng-lmpking
face of a marked Celtic Lype, responded to
hig iudecencies with a calm andacity com-
mon only to the most abandonaed of her sex.
Between the dances the propristor of the
eatablishment levies & charge of thres sona
on each male dancer abont to take part
in the dance immediately sncceeding. This
is in mecordance with a custom which pravailed
at the old barrier balls, and the Vieax
Chiéme is one of the few establishmnents when
it is atill kept up. It muost yield & consjdar-
able revenue, for the dances follow each otler
with rcarcely three minutes’ interval. Al
regular perfods & garcon waters the floor of
the ball-room, and & cook in soperlatively
vlean white clothes promenades from time to
time up and down the ‘salle’’ with gateaux
for eale. Hot wine gerved in metal basing
and a thin kind of beer appear to be the
liguors most in request. The drinking-glasses
are vearly balfl an inch fo thickness, aud
might be thrown againgt a stone wall without
wnoh dapger of breaking.

No less than half a dozen soldiers belonging
to the Garde de Paris, the barracks of which
corps are conveniently situated only a few
doorg ofl, are posted in the ball-roow Lo pre-
serve order, and there are usually a couple
more inreserve in the passage leading to it,
with another one or two perhaps stand-
ing at the entrance; nevertheless se-
rious distnrbances are of common oo-
curregce. On  this particular night, how-
ever, wo witnesged nothing mere serious
than e tesring of a wan's blonse to talters,
the extraction of a few locks of his hair by
gsome fomale smartingwith jsalonsy, anil the
flooring of a man by the heavy hoof of soma
agile canpibal who had first tried to bite a
plece out of his friend’s cheek.

It was now within a few minutes of twalve
o'clock, when the ball would have to close,
